3 printers ; 3 blacksmiths ; 3 shoemakers;  3 tobacco-boys : in  remaining  cases,  the  occupations  various. 


2.  Residences.— Of  the  total  cases  of  Typhus  and  Synoclius,  amounting  to  422 — 105  were  brought  from  the 
High  Street  and  the  closes  adjacent;  GS  from  the  Cowgate;  30  from  the  Canongate;  GG  from  the  Grassmar- 
lcet;  13  from  the  West  Port;  and  3G  from  various  other  parts  of  the  Old  Town.  Only  1G  cases  in  all  were 
brought  from  the  New  Town.  34  cases  were  brought  from  Leith,  and  64  from  different  parts  of  the  country. 


3.  Native  Places. — Of  the  total  422  patients — 221  were  Irish ; 181  Scotch;  13  English,  and  7 foreigners  Of 
the  221  who  were  natives  of  Ireland,  83  were  from  the  County  of  Leitrim ; 43  from  Roscommon ; 31  from 
Monaghan ; 19  from  Cavan  ; G from  Sligo ; 5 from  Donegal ; 5 from  Fermanagh — the  remaining  29  from  other 
parts  of  Ireland.

from  the  neck  weighed  upwards  of  17  lbs. 

Vascular  Tumours. — Two  were  excised.  One,  a naivus,  on  the  neck  of  a child  11  months  old,  was  removed 
by  ligature. 

Fibrous  Tumours All  excised. 

Cystic  Tumours — Both  excised.  In  the  caso  of  that  situated  in  tile  breast,  the  mamma  was  removed  at  the 
same  time.

Tumours  of  Uncertain  Character. — In  one  case  the  tumour  was  excised.  In  the  other  the  mamma  was 
removed  along  with  the  tumour.

Concussion  of  Brain  with  Compression In  this  case,  there  was  found  a fracture  at  the  base  of  the  skull, 

with  sanguinolent  effusion  under  the  Dura  Mater  and  Arachnoid. 

Fractures  of  Shull In  the  three  cases  which  proved  fatal,  the  fracture  extended  through  the  base  of  the  skull. 

Fractures  of  the  Skull  with  Depression. — The  patient  who  recovered  underwent  the  operation  of  trephining; 
the  patient  who  died  had  softening  and  abscess  at  the  base  of  the  brain. 

Fracture  of  the  Pelvis In  the  patient  who  died,  there  was  rupture  of  the  sacro  iliac  synchondrosis,  with  ex- 

tensive effusion  of  blood  into  the  cavity  of  the  pelvis. 

Fracture  of  Lower  Jaw Died  of  bronchitis. 

Fracture  of  Neck  of  Femur Cause  of  death,  chronic  bronchitis. 

Fracture  of  Femur,  through  Condyles In  the  patient  who  died,  the  limb  was  amputated. 

Fracture  of  Fibula. — In  the  patient  who  died,  the  cause  of  death  was  Erysipelas  of  the  limb,  with  purulent 
infiltration. 

Fracture  of  both  Bones  of  Leg The  patient  who  died  had  gangrene,  accompanied  by  delirium  tremens. 

Fracture  of  Bones  of  Leg,  Compound Excluding  the  case  of  one  patient,  who  was  seized  with  apoplexy 

while  recovering  from  the  effects  of  the  injury,  the  average  residence  was  71  days.  In  two  of 
the  patients  primary  amputation  was  performed  above  the  knee. 

Fracture  of  Bones  of  Leg,  Compound  and  Comminuted. — In  one  case,  amputation  at  the  ankle  joint  was  per- 
formed. The  patient  died  from  gangrene  commencing  in  the  stump. 

Fracture  of  Boms  of  Metatarsus  and  Toes In  one  case  the  patient  died  of  phlebitis,  after  amputation  of 

the  distal  phalanx  of  the  great  toe. 

Fracture  of  Radius,  Compound Amputation  performed  at  middle  of  fore-arm.

In  the  abovo  Table,  all  the  cases  of  Relapsing  Fever  which  occurred  in  the  years  subsequent  to  October 

1842  have  been  unavoidably  included.  The  low  rate  of  Mortality  indicated  by  the  Table  for  the  years 

1843  and  1844  is  no  doubt  to  be  ascribed  to  the  unusual  predominance  of  this  less  fatal  form  of  Fever  in 
the  epidemic  which  prevailed  at  this  particular  time.  The  aggregate  Mortality  in  Typhus,  Synoclms,  and 
Febricula,  in  the  year  ending  at  October  1849,  amounted  to  15-29  per  cent,  while  the  Mortality  in  the 
cases  of  Relapsing  Fever  was  3-22  per  cent  only.

Stricture  of  Urethra.— Two  of  the  cases  had  fistulous  openings  in  Urethra. 

Removal  of  part  of  Tongue.— This  operation  was  performed  on  account  of  Hypertrophy  of  the  Tongue.  Dys- 
pnoea, requiring  Tracheotomy,  supervened.  The  patient  died  from  (Edema  Glottidis,  with  mem- 
branous exudation  in  the  Trachea  and  Bronchial  tubes.
